WAS TEMPORARILY INSANE, 

That Walter Watts committed sui 
cide while in a fit of temporary in 
sunity was the verdict brought in yes 
terday afternoon by the coroner's jury 
at the nquest held to enquire into 
the death of the young Englishman 
who was found dead near the Stony 


Plain tral en the morning of August 


7th, 1910 

Benjamin Arthur Watts, brother of 
the deceased, stated that he had lived 
with Wal 
1910, and during ¢hat time his brother 
had never expressed any desire to end 
his life, but-on the contrary was of a 


cheerful disposition and not in any 
way morose. 

Vitness also stated that his brother 
had never been in financial difficul 
tics, or in fact difficulties of any na- 
ture and as far as he knew had never 
been disappointed in love 

When questioned as to whether his 
brother had ever had any sickness hé¢ 
stated that four years ago in Eng 
land his brother used to be troubled 
with epileptic fits, but of late years 
these had passed away. 

J. Stirling, the next witness, said 
that he was the first man to see the 
body. It was lying in the brush some 
yards from the shack The left side 


of the head was almost blown away | 


sand a shotgun was lying between 
the legs of the body At the time he 
had no trouble in identifying the body 
as that of Watts, 

The evidence of Corporal Millar, 
R.N.W.M.P., showed that Watts had 
come by his death by a shot wound, 
gnd also that the gun had in all like- 
Mhood been discharged by the aid of 
a small twig found lying between the 
the opinion of Cor- 


mun’s legs. In 
poral Millar Watts had sat up with 
his back against a tree which was 
near the body, and placing the muzzle 
of the gun on his left eye, discharge d 
it by leaning over and touching the 
trigger with the forked stick, 

The force of the explosion had 
knocked the body into a lying posi- 
tion and the gun had fallen on top 
ef the body. 

The evidénce of Arthur Wright and 
oihers emphasized the — point that 
Watts was not the stamp of a man to 
commit suicide, but possessed a cheer- 
ful, sanguine temperament 

in addressing the jurors Dr, Forin 
pointed out the fact that Watts was 
subject to epileptic fits which he stated 
were liable to come on at any time, 
He also called attention to the fact 
that there was no particle of evid 
cnee (oO show that Watts would have 
rcason to take his life provided he 
was in his right mind
